I was brought up without brothers or 
sisters, with few companions. I was 
naturally shy, and being alone so much 
didn't helpany. I won't go into details 
about my childhood or the hours cf 
miserable loneliness I spent wishing 
and praying for brothers and sisters. 
My mother wasn't strong, and I sup- 
pose she never felt @qual to having 
more children.

“But as I grew up I made up my 
mind to one thing, and that was that 
I would never bring up a child alone. 
never subject him to what I went 
through, never spoil him ag I was 
epotied. 

“When I married I discussed the 
subject with my “wife, and sh® agreed 
with ro. We had one child, a boy. 
Then, vy surprise, she refused ‘o 
have any imore—definitely and posi- 
tively. That was five years ago, and 
she is still of the same opinion. She 
won't be bound down and tied again, 


she says. She has a right to enjoy 
herself, and she intends to do it. I’ve 


adores the boy and worries as much 
over him as most women worry over 
five; maybe more. He isn’t especially 
spoiled, except that one child, having 
everything lavished on him that the 
parents can afford, is spoiled from 
mever having to divide, not knowing 
the meaning of the word. 

“TI often point out to her how, for 
our own gakes as well as for the boy's 
sake, we ought not to stop with one 
child, put all our eggs into one basket, 
to use an old-fashioned phrase, and 
face ‘the possibility of being utterly 
stranded if anything should happen to 
him. But no argument moves her. I'd 
rather almost have had no child than 
bring him up as I was brought up, or 
as our own boy is being brought up.”

Any one seriously considering the 
matter can see that to have one child 
and then stop is against nature’s nat- 
ural order of things.
